Almond 
village, with a quota of $12,300, Bry- 
an True, chairman, and Amherst vill- 
age, with a quota of $15,000, L. A.

The drive is going on with increas-

Stevens Point has been covered and 


the total for the city up to noon was 
estimated at $157.000, which is nearly 
fifty thousand below the quota. The 
women's organization is of material 
assistance in the work and has brought 
in a large share of the subscriptions.

Four years ago the German govern- 


ment started a war, which evidence 
makes certain had for Its object the 
domination of the world, the crushing 
of democracy and the establishment of 
autocracy in Its stead.

appeared as the war was prosecuted 
by the Germans with such lawless 
cruelty, that in an effort to parallel

The government of the United States

It gives Its prom- 
ise to repay the full amount v:ith n 
good rate of Interest. The promise to 
repay the amount borrowed consulate* 
the Liberty bonds. They are 
in denominations to suit all purses, 
and whoever subscribes to a Liberty 
bond Is helping to "hit the Hun." 


A time will come when so many have 


been hit that Just one more will con- 
stitute his defeat, the collapse of l:i« 
government nn:l the triumph of Illieny. 
But the war will not be won untlJ 
some one ha? hit this last Hun.

Preserving F'owers In Wax. 


It Is not generally known that pre- 


serving flowers in wax Is one of the 
easiest of tasks. 
Ordinary cnndlea 


may be used. To prepare the wax, 11 
Is only neces-sary to cut the candle* 
Into chunks, being careful to remove 
the wicks. The wax Is then melted 
In a saucopan over a flame, aftei 
which It is ready to receive the flow* 
era. Each flower should be dry on the 
surface when treated; there should he 
no rain or dewdrops on the petals. 
Take the blossoms separately and dip 
them for a moment or so Into the liq- 
uid wax, constantly 
moving them 


about 
Immerse the blossoms com- 


pletely and also an Inch or so of the 
-tnn.. Then take them out and hold 
until dry. Do not lay them on a table 
'or flat surface until they are dry at 
! this will crush them.

Another feature of the operation* 


of the State Trunk Highway Act 
which the public will quickly notice 
and appreciate is the system of road 
marking. 
It ia the opinion of good 


judges that when Wisconsin's system 
in road marked after the plans made, 
we will have the best coordinated road 
marking system in any state in the 
country. 


Under the plan adopted, each of 


the state trunk highways will be given 
numbers by the state highway de- 
partment. 
Road markers 
will 
be 


placed on each mile of the trunk high- 
ways, and these markers will have 
the number of the road thereon. The 
official map to be issued by the state 
will be numbered accordingly.

The placing of the names 
of the patrolmen on each patrol and 
of the county highway commissioners 
on the county line is going to act as 
a stimulus in arousing a friendly 
rivalry between them.

CorenMr N«M«g Draft Board* to 


Prepare for New Census—Many 


Calls Coning 


Wisconsin draft boards have been 


notified to prepare for the registra- 
tion on June 5, 191K, of men for mili- 
tary service who have become twenty- 
one since the registration of June 5, 
1917. 


"In all human probability there will 


be on June 5, 1918, a new registra- 
tion of men for military service," says 
a letter from Governor Philipp. "These 
will be men who have become twenty- 
one years of age since June 5, 1917, 
the date of the first registration. 
Wisconsin, you may recall, was the 
first state in the Union to report its 
registration figures last June. 
We 


want to do the same again this time. 


The local boards of the state have 


also been advised by the governor 
that Provost Marshal* General Crow- 
der has stated that numerous calls 
will be made upon districts from now 
on. "In view of this fact," the gov- 
ernor says, "I urge upon you to use 
every available opportunity to pre- 
pare the mobilization papers of all 
registrants in class one who are phy- 
sically qualified for general military 
service so that when the proper time 
comes you may simply fill in the date, 
number 
of 
call 
and mobilization 


camp." 


Regarding deferred calls for men 


in agriculture, the governor says: "Lo- 
cal boards must furnish the exact 
number of men required by them un- 
der each of the calls as they are is- 
sued. Deferment of men in class one 
must in no way interfere with this 
duty, and no authority exists what- 
ever for going into class two at this 
eime. It is not the intention of the gov- 
ernment that every person who indi- 
cated in his questionnaire that he was 
a farmer or who made a claim to the 
district board, was not deferred and 
consequently placed in class 
one, 


should be deferred. 
It was for that 


reason that we provided the simple 
machinery of making applications in 
affadavit 
form for deferment and 


vesting final authority in local boards. 
Local hoards must use this power with 
discretion and must grant deferred 
classification only in the type of cases 
specifically mentioned hy the provost 
marshal general. In view of the fact 
that the furlough of men now in camn 
has been arranged, this will supple- 
ment the deferred scheme of men not 
yet inducted into the military ser- 
vice." 


The governor also says: "In order 


to definitely conclude this work of the 
second draft, except for adjustments 
that change of status of registrants 
will require, all claims for reconsider- 
ation should he filed this week, that 
is, the week of April 15."

BUILD HUGE TOWERS

Mr. Kwiritf pointed out that while 


costs have gone up very materially 
as a result of war conditions the re- 
vr>nue< of utilities remain stationary, 
if they have not decreased. They have 
fjeen brought face to face with new

The situation has become so 


serious in fact that the national or- 
ganization of public utilities will in 
the near future take up with various 
state utility boards the matter of im- 
proving conditions to give the utilities 
a chance to pass through the crisis. 


Speaking particularly of the VVis- 


'onsin Valley Electric Co., Mr. Ewing 
leclared there was no cause for alarm 
as the company is in as pood condition 
as any in the state. 
He briefly re- 


counted some of the things the com- 
lany has done since taking over its 
nterest in Stevens Point in the early 
winter of 1910. chief among which is 
he construction of the new high ten- 
sion power line from Mosinee, which 
ost about $1*0,000.

DAMAGES 


Judge B. B. I'ark Holds Jury Award 


EsecMive in Walter* Cue ud 


Make* Reduction. 


In a decision rendered last Satur- 


day, Judge B. B. Park set at $1,800 
the amount of damages to which, in 
the opinion of the court, Dr. F. A. 
Walters of Stevens Point is entitled 
to from the Milwaukee Sentinel Co. 
by reason of an alleged libelous ar- 
ticle published in the Sentinel in No- 
vember. 1916. 


The case was tried at the last term 


of the circuit court for Portage coun- 
ty and the jury at that time, in a 
special verdict, assef-ied compensa- 
tory damages at $4,000. The court 
reduced this to $1,800, with the fol- 
lowing explanation: 


"The jury fixed the compensatory 


damages at $4,000. I think this is 
too large a sum. * • * I 
have 


gone over the evidence and conclude 
that in view of the fact that mental 
pain and suffering, a sense of shame 
and humilation, is all that the plain- 
tiff's evidence discloses he has as ele- 
ments of damage, $1,800 to $2,000 
would be as large a verdict as the 
evidence justifies, and the verdict will 
be reduced to $1,800. 
"The plaintiff will, therefore, with- 


in ten days from the date of the or- 
der made pursuant to this decision, 
remit from the finding of $4,000, $2,- 
200; or a new trial will be ordered. 
If the plaintiff remits to $1,800 and 
serves and files with the clerk due 
notice that he will accept the verdict 
at $1,800, instead of $4,000, then all 
motions of the defendant Sentinel Co. 
made after the verdict will be denied 
and plaintiff's motion for 
judgment 


on the verdict will be granted. If the 
plaintiff does not remit in writing and 
file with the clerk such remission, then 
the verdict will be set aside and a 
new trial ordered." 


Carl W. Mason, who was cited in the 


complaint as one of the defendants, 
was held by the court as not respons- 
ible for the publication of the article 
in question and action aa to him was 
diaminsed with coats. 


Dr. Walters, to The Gazette, said 


he had instructed his attorney to file 
the papers of remission. "I have re- 
ceived vindication and I am satisfied," 
he said.

They clinched and were 
hard at it when Officer Frank Falkie- 
wicz arrived and took both in tow.

1, 1915. and was in the service 


until Marc'i 4, 1918, when he was hon-

He was for several months 
in the trenches in France and, follow- 
ing his injury, was in an English hos- 
pital.

Germany has improved on the pnv 


verb, or t\u>t»-d it, und over in the 
kaiser's realm it no\v reads: "In times 
of war pn pare tor peace." Germans 
is not so intent on winning this war 
that she has forgotten about the peace 
to come. The German reichstag has 
agreed, ns a tentative policy, fin a grunt 
of $375,000,000 to f-icilitate the build- 
ing of merchant ships. The bill pro- 
vides that the vessels shall be available 
within four years after peace is de- 
clared. 


In other word1?, the German govern- 


ment Is determined, not only to wiu this 
war, but to win commercial war to 
follow, by providing bottoms to carry, 
not only Its own goods, but also the 
commerce of other nations whose ships 
It is sinking every day. 


The United States government has 


wls-ely set about 
to frustrate this 


Hohetizollern move, as nnuh a military 
project as the hurling of new German 
divisions against the French and Brit- 
ish lines in Prance and Flanders. This 
government hat, insti'uted a shipbuild- 
ing program that w-s'l -iij-ply u^ with 
steel and wo ni.-n freighters to carry 
men, food, munitions and machiuery 
to Europe in the course <>f the \var and 
after peace is d,-dared. It needs mon- 
ey for this great shipbuilding plan, if It 
is to defeat I'ruv-ianism now and after 
the war. The American farmer not 
only displays his patriotism by lending 
the government money to pursue its 
purpose, but conserves and builds his 
future Interests.
